former brickyard in the northwestern sector of Beroun (H 5l/L 57), on the west side 
of the road to Brdatka^ which is about 1 1cm northwest of Beronn* In the suinner of 
1951 the brickyard buildings were converted into garages o Soldiers observed there 
wore black collar patches oTanks were repeatedly observed leaving the billeting area 
individually o A motor transport battalion ijreviously quartered in the brickyard had 
moved to two large, low barracks buildings near the railroad bridge* iS ne motor 
transport battalion was equipped with jeeps and trucks 5 from 10 to 15 former German 
guns with muzzle brakes were parked in the new billeting area of the motor transport 
battalion*
